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Many Industries Sadly Neglected in the 
Proposed Tariff Bill 


ty the cover page this week we have touched upon the 

great blunder—for such it should be called—of the 
proposed tariff bill in omitting any tariff on cotton, a severe 
blow to the cotton interests of the South, and in leaving 
jute on the free list, a still harder blow to Southern cotton 
interests. There are many other things which should be 
protected in this bill, and we trust that President Hoover 
und Congress will realize the vital necessity of an adequate, 
fair, protective tariff for the varied irfterests of the South. 

Dr. Henry M. Payne, secretary of the Southern Division 
of the American Mining Congress, who bas for years given 
close attention to the mineral potentialities of the South, 
in reply to a telegram from the MANvuracrurers Recorp 
wired, under date of May 9, as follows: 

“Additional tariff protection for the Southern mineral indus- 
tries of clay, gypsum, mica, graphite, bauxite, barytes, monu- 
zite and sodium sulphate is denied by the new Tariff bill. 

“In refusing to grant the protection asked by these indus- 
tries of the South, the Committee on Ways and Means 
rejected the most effective measure of relief for agriculture 
in the Southern States—that of fostering and building up 
small industrial and mining communities, which in the aggre- 
gate would provide home markets for perishable and other 
products of the farm and larger tonnages for the railroads. 

“In the case of clay, there can be no question as to the 
ability of the Georgia and Florida producers to supply the 
needs of the paper and pottery industries with coating, fill- 
ing and pottery clays comparable with the best grades of 
English clay which at present rob domestic clay producers 
of their principal home market—New England and New 
York State—and allow them only a portion of their natural 
market in the Central States. 

“Gypsum is left on the Free List. The passage of the new 
bill without change would sweep away the last vestige of 
hope of the independent gypsum producers of the country 
for relief. and would place both producer and the public 
completely at the mercy of the importers—the United States 
gypsum trust, which now dominates the principal domestic 
markets. the metropolitan areas along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, Without protection, the gypsum trust will 
be able to seize interior markets and bankrupt the inde- 
pendent producers in those markets. Texas, Louisiana, New 
York. Kansas, South Dakota, Iowa, Montana, Nevada, Ari- 
zona and other States will suffer, while Nova Scotia and 
Mexico will benefit. 

“The Southern States are as much entitled to adequate 


protection for their industries as the manufacturing States 
of New England and the Middle West. They will voice vig- 
orous protests against the unwarranted treatment accorded 
their clay, mica, gypsum, bauxite and other mineral in- 
dustries. 

“The American Mining Congress does not subseribe to the 
theory that these mineral industries can secure the necessary 
and urgent relief through the Tariff Commission—the theory 
which apparently prompted the Ways and Means Committee 
to pass over these mineral industries. Certainly the Tariff 
Commission and the President cannot relieve any industry 
that is on the Free List, as are gypsum and monazite— 
one a large and one a small industry, but both important 
and entitled to fair treatment, as a matter of principle. 

“The American Mining Congress proposes to carry on in 
demanding fair treatment and adequate protection for these 
Southern mineral industries.” 

Dr. Payne is entirely correct in saying that the Southern 
States are as much entitled to protection for their industries 
as are the manufacturing States of New England and the 
Middle West. For years the South has suffered at the hands 
of its own Congressmen in every tariff fight, because the 
majority of Southern Congressmen were unwilling to stand 
by their own section in demanding a protective tariff. Very 
naturally, therefore, the Republicans from other sections 
have permitted the South to be slaughtered simply because 
they found nearly all Southern Representatives taking part 
in the slaughtering of Southern industries through free trade 
activities. To their credit, there have been a few Southern 
Congressmen who have recognized the importance of a pro- 
tective tariff and have been willing to work for it; but their 
number is small, 

In reply to a request of the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD to 
comment on the fact that no change in the jute schedule had 
been made under the proposed bill, W. J. Vereen, former 
president of the American Cotton Manufacturers Association 
and prominent cotton manufacturer of Georgia, wires: 

“Unless a protective duty is subsequently added on jute, 
the South will be forced to continue to use cotton to com- 
pete against the rising billions of yards of jute imported 
from India and grewn and manufactured by pauper labor 
and most successfully used to reduce the earning power of 
cotton growers, thus vitally affecting all Southern interests. 
At least $100,000,000 per year is in this manner clipped from 
the value of the average cotton crop. 

“The majority party’s representatives on the Ways and 
Means Committee, instead of following the wise suggestions 
of President Hoover during the last Presidential campaign, 
vote to continue this deadly cobra in action by permitting 


practically free importations of these billions of jute yard- 
age to take the place of our American cotton grown at much 
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higher labor cost in our tariff protected country. One of thought that the interests of the South would in this tariff 


the natural results is to force Southern Senators to grasp 
for the very doubtful debenture plan of farm relief. Such 
a pity it is and how short sighted. We should meet these 
issues squarely, positively, and promptly. 

“T earnestly hope that President Hoover can successfully 
get the forees in Congress together to stop this continual 
sapping of the South’s one great opportunity for relief under 
the protective tariff principle.” 

In view of the emphasis placed on the protective tariff 
platform in the last campaign and the statement made to 
the MANUFACTURERS RecorD by many Southern Congressmen 
that henceforth they would stand for a tariff, 
and in view of the fact that many Southern States helped 
the Mr. Hoover a possibility, it was

Safeguard the Rights of 


HE American Chamber of Commerce of Cuba, with its 
Offices in Washington, has put forth a very misleading 
statement as to the decrease in our exports to Cuba, or as 


to the reasons therefor. This statement, based on valuation 


figures, claims that the exports of merchandise to Cuba 
from the United States declined 33.2 per cent from 1923 


tu 1928, whereas our exports to all other countries increased 
It adds: 

“It is normal and natural that trade should increase from 
year to year and unnatural that it should decrease. The 
reason for the decrease in our trade with Cuba is our 
high import duty on the sugar Cuba sends us.” 


16.3 per cent. 


This comparison does not take into account the extreme 
depression in the price of sugar throughout the world and, 
therefore, the inability of the Cuban people to buy as freely 
as they could do when the world’s price of sugar was 
about double what it is at present. Naturally, under this 
condition, the Cuban people have been buying less and, 
expressed in .dollars, the imports of sugar from Cuba do 
not give a fair statement of the case. 

Comparing the quantity of sugar imported Cuba 
during the period under discussion, one gets a somewhat 
different picture as it shows that prevailing prices of raw 
sugar account for practically all of the decline in value. 
In fact, the United States each year since 1923 has im- 
ported more sugar from Cuba, with the exception of 1928. 

Sugar importations into the United States from all 
sources for each year amounted to more than the quantity 
received in 1923. The average price of imported raw sugar 
from Cuba in 1923 was 4.8 cents per pound, as compared 
with 2.4 cents per pound in 1928, and the following table 
of sugar imports, by quantity, clearly shows that with the 
comparatively small decrease in sugar imported between 
1923 and 1928 values dropped more than one-half.

fight receive adequate protection. Fairness, integrity and 
justice demand this from the present Congress. 

We believe that President Hoover himself, however much 
he was opposed to a general revision, now that a general 
revision is inevitable, should insist that the mineral and 
other interests of the South be protected. Less than that 
the South could not expect of him, nor of Congress itself. 

The MANUFACTURERS REcoRD expresses the hope that until 
these conditions are met there will be a continuation in Con- 
gress of a fight in behalf of Southern interests, even if it 
keeps Congress in session through the entire summer and 
up to the time of the regular meeting of the next Congress, 
and continue the fight there if need be. 


Domestic Sugar Growers 


The American Chamber of Commerce of Cuba also sent 
out a statement from the April letter of the National City 
Bank, of New York, in which it said: 


“Sugar is the basis of employment and livelihood in the 
island and nothing can readily take its place. It could not 
turn any crop for its soil without the assurance of a market 
in the United States and it can render no other service 
so great as the production of sugar. Large investments in 
the sugar industry have been made on the strength of the 
treaty with the United States now of nearly thirty years 
standing,” and more of the same kind. 

It is true that Cuba can produce sugar in large quantities 
and at cheap rates, but it is more important to the farmers 
of the United States that the sugar-growing interests of 
Louisiana and Florida. and the beet sugar interests of the 
West, should be largely developed than that we should 
continue to import so heavily as in former years from 
Cuba. The increase in the consumption of American farm 
products by home consumers, through the development of 
the sugar interests in this country, can be made so great 
as to offset any possible decline in the exportation of farm 
products to Cuba. The activities of the American Chamber 
of Commerce of Cuba possibly are justified from the view- 
point of Cuban propagandists and of the big financial 
interests in New York represented by heavy ownership 
in Cuban sugar lands and sugar mills, but the Chamber 
presents arguments in behalf of Cuban sugar that do not 
merit any consideration on the part of Congress. It is 
not surprising that some of the big financial interests in 
New York, tremendously interested in Cuban sugar proper- 
ties, should be fighting in behalf of Cuban sugar interests, 
in which they have millions invested, but there is another 
side to the case, and that is the development of an American 
sugar industry, cane and beet, which will enable this 
country largely to supply its own needs. It is more im- 
portant to the American people from every viewpoint that 
the sugar-growing possibilities of Florida and Louisiana, and 
the beet sugar interests of the West, should be developed 
for the good of the farmers themselves than it is that we 
should undertake to safeguard the interests of Cuba, where 
the rate of wages is on a starvation basis as compared with 
wages in America. 

A recent issue of Liberty under the heading “Consider 
the Case of Cuba,” editorially weeps at the plight of the 
Cuban sugar industry, saying that we are showing a ten- 
dency to look upon Cuba as a stepchild. Not a word is 
uttered in behalf of American sugar growers and their 
heroic endeavor to compete with the low wages of tropical 
sugar-producing countries. At least that editorial did not 


attempt to show that the smaller amount of money spent 
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for American products by Cubans was the result of a tariff 
on sugar, for it stated: 

“Every possible device is used to give the cane growers 
and sugar makers a profit. Some time ago, in the face of a 
falling market, the Cuban government restricted the sugar 
output in the hope of raising prices. This did not succeed 
and prices kept on going down. The restriction was re- 
moved and now the mills are running full time again, but 
the producers say that the prices they get on the current 
market are less than what it costs them to deliver their 
sugar in our ports.” 

The MANUFACTURERS RECORD would urge that Liberty, and 
all others seeking advantages for the Cuban producer against 
domestic sugar growers, also consider the case of the 
American cane and sugar beet farmers. 


As has been pointed out, the sugar crop of the United 
States is one of the few basic food industries that does 
not meet domestic requirements. As a national duty we 
should build up within our own borders an adequate sugar- 
growing industry. American farmers can produce sugar 
if given protection against the low scale of wages in trop- 
ical countries. 

No one can blame the Cuban producer of raw sugar for 
looking after his own interests, but when Americans attempt 
to becloud the issue with sentimentalism and half truths and 
misleading statements in behalf of sugar-growing outside the 
United States, there are very likely purely selfish motives 
back of the propaganda. Such efforts are more in the interest 
of protecting foreign growers than in protecting American 
growers who would enable the United States to build up a 
sugar industry, increase employment and wealth, and in the 
end increase the domestic demand for the manufactured 
products of sugar. 

Ernest A. Burguieres, president of the Domestic Sugar 
Producers Association, in his annual address brought out 
some very pertinent facts along this line. He said: 

“Other opponents of an increase in the tariff on sugar to 
a point that will lead the farmers to transfer land to beets 
and cane are found among certain manufacturers in the 
United States. The manufacturers of the beverage commonly 
known as ‘pop,’ for instance, declare against an increase in 
the sugar tariff because it will increase to a microscopic 
extent (about one-fortieth of one cent), the cost of the sugar 
in a bottle of pop. It is hardly conceivable that the manu- 
facturers of pop lost money on their operations during all 
the scores of years when the price of sugar was above its 
present subnormal level. The domestic sugar growers ask 
nothing more than a tariff that will bring the duty-paid price 
of sugar back to normal. Furthermore, and this seems to me 
to be a legitimate cause of shame to all of us as Americans, 
these American manufacturers of pop enjoy a duty of 15 
cents a gallon on their pop right now, and as there is just 
about a pound of sugar in a gallon of pop, this means that 
they think 1.76 cents a pound duty on sugar is high enough, 
until they get the sugar, but after they get it and melt it in 
carbonated water, it should carry a duty of 15 cents a pound! 
Similar selfish and narrow-minded objectors are found among 
certain other manufacturing interests, notably the candy and 
confectionery men, the alcohol manufacturers who distill 
from molasses, the paint and varnish and chemical people 
who use molasses alcohol in the preparation of their high 
priced and highly protected wares.” 

Since the foregoing was written a new tariff bill has been 
proposed. Under its provisions the duty on sugar would be 
increased in the main from 2.2 cents to 3 cents a pound for 
world imports and the rates on Cuban sugar would be in- 
creased from 1.76 cents to 2.4 cents a pound. The MANUFAC- 
TUBERS RECORD commends such a step toward the safeguard- 
ing and upbuilding of a domestic sugar industry, for the 
rights of our own people must be given the first consideration 
whenever foreign demands are detrimental to the develop- 
ment and prosperity of the United States. 
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ANOTHER CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGA- 
TION PROPOSED 


NE wonders what is the motive of certain Congressmen 

in urging an investigation of textile conditions in the 
mill sections of the South, If it is to ascertain the true situa- 
tion in the industry, the MANuFractTuRrERS Recorp adds its 
voice to the movement with this reservation: 

First and foremost, any Congressional investigation should 
include the whole textile industry of the country. It should 
get the facts as to working conditions in the mills and living 
conditions of the employees of Northern mills as well as 
those of the South. 

Wages and hours of labor mean nothing unless they are 
studied in the light of the buying power of the wages at 
the point of payment, and the amount of labor and skill 
required to earn the rates received. 

Work in cotton mills does not demand heavy physical toil. 
It has been shown that most mill operatives are busy only 
about 45 per cent of the time they are in the mill. Most 


other occupations are more hazardous and more fatiguing, 
and in Southern mills, with modernized villages, living con- 
ditions with pleasant surroundings are all on the side of the 
textile worker in contrast with those of other sections. 

Furthermore, any impartial investigation would disclose 
that in the South cotton mills have been the salvation of 
thousands of people who, before these mills were established, 
had no opportunity to earn money, lived in isolation and in 
the direst poverty, toiling from daylight until after dark 
trying to eke out an existence from the soil. Let the inves- 
tigators get the background of the standards of living pre- 
viously prevailing before they begin to make comparisons of 
the present, 

If the investigation is made in the spirit of seeking the 
truth the MANUFACTURERS REeEcorD believes that the textile 
industry will cooperate to the fullest extent possible.

SHALL THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
PAY DEBTS INCURRED BY ITS OWN 
REPRESENTATIVES? 


HE News and Observer of Raleigh, N. C., referring to 

the suggestion that has been made by the Chicago 
Tribune and approved by the Manuracturers Recorp, that 
the bonds issued by the carpetbag governments in the South 
while those legislatures were under the direct control of 
the Federal Government should be paid by the Federal 
Government, says: 

“If the South listens to and gives a little encouragement 
to the suggestion of payment by the Federal Government, it 
will thereby be recognizing the validity of fraudulent bonds; 
and if any payment is made it will be forced as an almost 
impossible burden on the people of the Southern States.” 


Just how the burden of payment if done by the Federal 
Government could be placed upon the Southern States we 
do not see.

Moreover, the payment by the 
Federal Government of these bonds, justly repudiated by 
the states themselves, would greatly enhance the credit of 
these states throughout the world. 
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A STRONG PLEDGE AGAINST LAW

RIOR to the recent election, a leading business man of 
New York said to a representative of the MANUFACTURERS 
that as he thought of his growing son he became 
tremendously impressed with the importance of the observ- 
ance of law, having special reference in this case to the Pro- 
hibition law. He frankly admitted that he knew that he and 
had never given the Prohibition law a fair 
trial. He expressed the thought that he intended to ask a 
number of his associates, men of high standing in the busi- 
ness world in New York, to join him in a pledge that for the 
maintenance of law and for the good of the country they 
would bind themselves by a sacred promise to do all in their 
power to uphold the Prohibition law, and under no condition 
to violate it. Whether he has ever carried out that plan or 
not, we have not heard, but it harmonizes very closely with 
a plan which has been put into effect by the Men’s Club of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Nashville, Tenn., numbering 
760 members. The church club, representing many of the 
foremost business men of the city, recently adopted the fol-

“This is a movement for law observance, not law enforce- 
ment. It is in violation of law to sell and it is in violation 
of law to possess liquor. 
the people would pledge themselves to neither purchase nor 
procure liquor that 
business, The idea is meeting with popular favor, as we 
have received a number of letters with reference to the move- 
ment. * * We believe too much stress has been placed on 
law enforcement and not enough on law observance. In 
other words, our country is spending millions of dollars and 
years of time prosecuting and punishing the bootleggers. 
That is well enough, but it takes two people to make a trade 
and we believe that if we devoted a little energy and effort 
on the ‘party of the second part’ or the man who buys, along 
with the denunciation of the ‘party of the first part,’ or the 
party who sells, we will much more quickly reach the de- 
sired end. 

“We expect to push this matter not only in our own church 
but among the congregations of Nashville and Tennessee, and 
us faust as we get requests for information about the move- 
ment from churches outside, to whom we are telling what 
we are doing and asking their co-operation. 

“The writer, as well as his superior in office, Mr. J. FE. 
Edgerton, stand solidly behind the MANuracturers ReEcorp. 
We are familiar with your position and attitude on the liquor 
question, and have often spoken of the stand you have taken 
toward the eradication of this evil. If you could see your 
way clear to mention this matter of law observance in one 
of your splendid editorials, it would be most helpful and just 
at this time might help us put over a nationwide movement 
which had a very small beginning in our Men’s Club.” 

The MANUFAcTURERS ReEcorp is heartily in favor of a dis- 
tinct pledge by men and women that they will neither buy 
nor consume liquor. We have often said that the bootlegging 
business would soon die out if it were not for the activity 
of the buyers of bootleg whiskey. They make the business

Dr. Vance, the pastor, felt that if 


the bootleggers would soon go out of 
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partners in evil because everyone who buys or drinks the 
bootleg whiskey is co-operating to the extent of his or her 
influence in violating the law of the land and setting an ex- 
ample of law violation which is bound to have a bad effect 
upon the rising generation, girls and boys alike. In olden 
times, the temperance movement was based largely on definite 
pledges from men and women, boys and girls, that they would 
not indulge in intoxicating drinks of any kind. Perhaps the 
movement by this Men’s Club in Nashville will revive the old 
custom and cause men and women, boys and girls to sign the 
pledge which these people have taken—a pledge very similar 
to that which the New York man had in mind when he 
promised to try to get his frineds to unite in a definite stand 
for the maintenance of law and order by abstaining from the 
purchase or the use of alcoholic drinks.

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SECRETARY WILBUR HITS SCHEME FOR

B* no means the least important or least encouraging act 
in the early days of President Hoover's administration 
is the asphyxiation of the communistic plan for the establish- 
ment of a Federal department of education, as proposed by 
the red element of the land and endorsed by some persons of 
high standing, whom the reds openly call their “dupes,” Con- 
demnation of the plan was expressed by Secretary Wilbur 
of the Department of the Interior in no uncertain terms.

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The Hawley Tariff Bill 


Comment On Its Provisions and Status—an Improvement Over Act of 1922

The new tariff bill reported to the 
House of Representatives by the Hon. 
W. C. Hawley, M. C., Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, on May 7 
is, as a whole, a Protective Tariff meas- 
ure, and a marked improvement on the 
Act of 1922. It was prepared by the 
majority members of the Ways and 
Means Committee after the most volumi- 
nous tariff hearings in the history of 
tariff legislation, comprising fully 11,000 
pages of testimony, for and against the 
national policy of protection. Separat- 
ing the wheat from the chaff in petitions 
and oral testimony was a Herculean 
task, and it is surprising that more 
errors of “omission and commission” 
were not made. However, the entire 
measure represents the best, though 
composite, thought of the committee. 


Having been passed in the House of 
Representatives the bill will go to the 
U. S. Senate and be referred to the 
Tinance Committee, Hon. Reed Smoot, 
Chairman. where every item will be 
considered with very many changes up 
or down in the rates of the various 
schedules and the administrative pro- 
visos simplified. Besides, on the floor of 
the Senate any section may be amended 
and debated. Finally the measure will 
be ironed out in conference of a commit- 
tee from the House and the Senate and 
adopted by the Congress. 

The Hawley Tariff bill, as stated, is a 
great improvement on the present law 
but seems to lack in many instances the 
fundamentals. of Protection, namely, it 
fails to recognize foreign competition in 
raw materials as the basis on which to 
build a Protective Tariff. To illustrate, 
it omits a duty on cotton of which we 
import annually over 300,000 bales, and 
increuses the duties on manufactures of 
cotton: it omits a duty on hides, one of 
the chief by-products in value of cattle: 
it omits a duty on copper while main- 
taining a duty on all manufactures of 
copper: it omits duties on agricultural 
implements, the component materials of 
which are dutiable like cream separators, 
for instance, manufacture of which has 
been transferred to Europe by free entry 
under the present tariff and is thus con- 
tinued. However, these illustrations are 
only a continuation of the “Free Trade 
spots” in the present law and can be 
corrected in the Senate. 

Naturally, the agricultural schedule of 
rates of duties in the Hawley bill has 
more changes than any other. Never 
before has agriculture presented a united 
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front for protection to its product. Here- 
tofore, the farmers have shouted for 
“free” this and “free” that in what they 
had to buy, forgetting what they had to 
sell or might have to sell under diver- 
sified farming attained through an ade- 
quate protective tariff. The Hawley bill 
takes care of farm products quite 
largely, except in the competitive prod- 
ucts from the Philippines. 

Taking 65 leading agricultural and 
horticultural products, under the Under- 
wood Act of 1913, twenty-eight were free 
of duty and thirty-five bore such a low 
rate that foreign products had easy 
entry to the American market and the 
great war was the one factor that saved 
agriculture, financially, until the Under- 
wood law really went into effect after 
the armistice. Then the farmer really 
had a taste of Free Trade with the agri- 
cultural depression of 1920 and since. 


The Emergency Tariff of 1921 and 
general Tariff of 1922 ameliorated con- 
ditions with a small tariff on many and 
a protective tariff on some of the sixty- 
five products mentioned, and now we 
have the Hawley bill with protection to 
the full list. Sugar, from 2.20 cents, the 
present rate, to 3 cents a pound (except 
Cuban at 2.40) ought to take care of the 
cane sugar growers of Louisiana and 
Texas and the beet sugar growers of 20 
states, Opposition is of course expected 
from Cuban interests and the American 
sugar refiners, but home production is 
encouraged. It is well to remember that 
every civilized nation conserves the pro- 
duction of sugar at as high or a higher 
rate of duty than that proposed in the 
new bill. 

Again, green beans and cow peas show 
an increase from 14 cent to 3144 cents ¢ 
pound ; peanuts from 3 cents to 4144 cents 
a pound; soya beans from % cent to 2 
cents a pound; turnips and rutabagas 
from 12 cents per hundred to 25 cents 
per hundred pounds: tomatoes from %4 
cent to 3 cents a pound; these increases 
will result in increased encouragement 
to every truck farmer to enlarge his 
acreage, and lead to the growth of in- 
terest in a garden by the suburban 
dweller so that production and price will 
be of benefit to the consumer. Citrus 
fruits show substantial increases, from 
30 to 100 per cent; and dried fruits are 
given from 50 to 100 per cent increase 
as well. These rates are particularly 
favorable to the South with their great 
acreage in fruits and garden products. 
In the New York market, under the

present tariff, citrus and dried fruits 
are more apt to be found coming from 
Mediterranean ports than from the 
South or California. 

Beef and veal carry rates of from 3 
cents to 6 cents a pound, and approxi- 
mately the same increases on all meat 
products will appeal to the farmer and 
insure a domestic supply which is neces- 
sary to our entire population, suburban 
and urban. I remember purchasing 
canned beef last year from South Amer- 
ica at one of the largest cattle shipping 
points in Kansas, but now another hole 
in our present law will be plugged up. 

In dairy products, similar rates of in- 
creases apply, but dairymen complain 
that the bill does not take care of by- 
products sufficiently, and this also ap- 
plies to vegetable oils largely produced 
in the South. Here again free competi- 
tion with the Philippines is encountered. 

In the general manufacturing sched- 
ules, weak points have been strength- 
ened, phraseology simplified, and many 
of the decisions of the U. S, Customs 
Court have been corrected to conform 
to the intent of the law. 

In the administrative provisions, the 
Hawley bill has made some improve- 
ments but has not removed the cumber- 
some conditions as to basis of value. 
Indeed, it adds the American selling 
price as another element in estimating 
the value of merchandise importations. 
Value is the key to simplification of the 
administration of the tariff and every 
“or” included increases the authority 
and power of the U. S. Customs Court 
whose decisions under the present and 
past laws have been sharply criticized 
and corrected at the first opportunity. 
The basis of value of imports should 
have one and only one simple and rigid 
and arbitrary legal definition, which 
would not require an expert to under- 
stand. The Hawley bill does away with 
much of the opportunity for fraudulently 
importing foreign merchandise on the 
consignment system, this is a wholesome 
change. 

The U. S. Tariff Commission, instead 
of an experiment as in 1922, becomes a 
fixture with its membership increased 
from six to seven, but the tenure of 
office, nominally appointed for seven 
vears, is practically abolished. As the 
President may remove any Tariff Com- 
missioner at his pleasure, the bi-partisan 
or fifty-fifty idea of equal representation 
of the dominant parties on the commis- 
sion is done away with, and appointment 
to the commission will be based on merit. 
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Here, in this important commission, the 
Ways and Means Committee has recog- 
nized the necessity of removal and ap- 
pointment by the President. It might 
have gone a little further and applied 


the same policy to all officers of customs 
with good results. Under the Hawley 
bill, the Tariff Commission will not be 
compelled to seek foreign cost of produc- 
tion but can governed in its recom- 
mendations by competitive conditions in 
the value of foreign products vs. Amer- 
ican

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Twelfth Exposition of Chemical Industries 


New Developments in Applied Chemistry Shown—Visitors from Forty-Odd Foreign Countries and 
College Credits Given Chemistry Students Attending Lecture Course Are Features of the Exposition 


New York, May 11. 

With the rapid expansion of the field 
of industrial chemistry, the expositions 
ot chemical industries held bi-annually 
at the Grand Central Palace in New 
York City take on constantly greater 
interest and importance, It was notice- 
able at the Exposition just closed that 
several processes which had been shown 
ut the preceding one as new and barely 
past the laboratory stage had become 
established in at least a few industrial 
uses, and machines or mechanical equip- 
ment for applying them had been devel- 
oped. In fact, the mechanical equipment 
for chemical process or for chemical 
control of mechanical processes seemed 
to take a larger part in the show than 
heretofore. 

An illustration was the “automatic 
chemist” for control of the chlorinating 
process used to purify city water sup- 
plies. This little device, according to its 
inventor, would take the place of the 
human chemists employed to make fre- 
quent analyses of the water, would itself 
be taking analyses constantly and auto- 
matically regulating the chlorination ac- 
cording to requirements. It is estimated 
that an epidemic can make a start 
through an hour’s unnoticed flow of pol- 
luted water, chemists said; but with 
automatic control, no such unnoticed 
flow could occur. 

Rare metals were exhibited by the 
Fansteel Products Corporation of Chi- 
cago, and others. Tantalum, first com- 
mercially produced by the Fansteel cor- 
poration, belongs in the platinum family. 
Its tensile strength, the corporation 
states, is 2% times that of hard plati- 
num, and it can easily be made as hard 
as iridio-platinum. It is used for labo- 
ratory apparatus where high resistance 
to corrosion is required, for evaporators, 
dental and surgical instruments. It can 
be beautifully colored by treatment in an 
electrolytic bath, and is now being used 
in jewelry, as in beads, wrist-watch 
eases and straps. For some years the 
company has been working on produc- 
tion of a kindred rare and precious 
metal, columbium, and showed in its 
booth 25 pounds of it—the world’s entire 
store in pure form—in various shapes 
including finely drawn wire. 

Chromium, not a rare metal but one 
long difficult to use, was shown in vari- 
ous applications made by an electrolytic 
plating process at the last Exposition. 
Since that time it has come into general 
use in place of nickle for plating the

bright-work on automobiles, while new 
and important industrial uses have been 
found. The valuable properties of chro- 
mium are its extreme hardness, the 
great smoothness of its surface, giving 
it a greasy feel, and its resistance to 
corrosion from the weather. Its hard- 
ness is made use of in plating gears, 
machine tools, files, drills and other 
surfaces exposed to severe wear. In 
these uses its smoothness, enabling chips 
and filings to slide off easily, is said also 
to contribute to long life of the tool. 

The public is becoming accustomed to 
the speaking motion picture, but has 
little idea of the demands made by that 
development on the companies producing 
chemicals for manufacture of the sound- 
reproducing films. In that type of film 
which reproduces the sound by the pas- 
sage of a ray of light through a very 
narrow “‘film track” running down one 
side of the film, extremely minute im- 
purities in the silver compound used to 
produce the variations in opacity for 
that film track will spoil the tone of the 
reproduction. Consequently the purest 
silver nitrate obtainable is used, and 
Phillips and Jacobs, Philadelphia, ex- 
hibited samples from their output, which 
runs better than 99.98 per cent pure. 

Various electrical applications require 
insulators capable of resisting high tem- 
peratures. To meet this demand there 
has been developed and there was ex- 
hibited by the Selden Company of Pitts- 
burgh samples of a material called stuck 
mica. In this material mica, finely di- 
vided into small leaf size, or powdered 
for the smaller shapes such as electri- 
cians’ tape, is bonded by a synthetic 
resin called glyptal. The mica is the 
heat-resistant element. Glyptal is simi- 
lar to Bakelite, and besides its use men- 
tioned is being manufactured by the 
Bakelite Corporation under license for 
those uses to which it is better adapted 
than Bakelite. 

Bakelite has been described in the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD’s accounts of 
earlier Chemical Expositions. This year 
the company is exhibiting Bakelite 
laquers and varnishes, some having bril- 
liant colors for such use as automobile 
painting, others being transparent and 
suitable for protecting the surface of 
woodwork or metal without concealing 
its grain or color. 

Refractory brick for exactly opposite 
purposes were exhibited by the Carbo- 
rundum Company. One, made of kaolin, 
very light and porous, has by reason of 


its porosity a considerable heat- insulat- 
ing effect, while the other, a dense brick 
made of carborundum, transmits heat at 
a rapid rate. While the former is used 
to prevent loss of heat from a furnace 
or kiln, the latter is used for the indi- 
rect application of heat, as in saggers 
and muffles in ceramics, heat treatment 
of metals, and for muffles in drying and 
sintering. 

In spite of the wide difference, the 
control of the flow of heat through brick 
suggests the work done by the Corning 
Glass Works in developing glass capable 
of permitting the passage of all light 
rays, or of selecting certain rays to pass 
through while filtering out all others. 
Thus some of the company’s glass per- 
mits the free passage of the life-giving 
ultraviolet rays, while another glass 
shuts it off completely. Window glass, 
generally supposed to do the same thing, 
cuts off more than the human body 
should be deprived of, but lets enough 
pass through to have an injurious effect 
upon gasoline left standing in the glass 
cylinder of a filling pump; and the Cor- 
ning Glass company has developed a 
glass which, though transparent and col- 
orless, is said to protect the gasoline 
entirely from this harmful effect. This 
company has been active for a good 
many years in research into the prop- 
erties of various forms of glass, not only 
in relation to the passage of light, but 
for other purposes, and has developed 
numerous highly specialized kinds. 

Komac, a new paving material made 
from coal tar, was exhibited by the 
American Tar Products Company of 
Pittsburgh. ‘“Komac,”’ the company 
states, “is the general name applied to 
a large group of entirely new bituminous 
products which have been developed 
jointly by the research laboratories of 
the Koppers Company and the American 
Tar Products Company.” It is claimed 
for the material that it is little affected 
by temperature changes, that when ap- 
plied hot to an old pavement such as 
concrete, it has excellent adhesive prop- 
erites, thus giving it value in other 
fields such as waterproofing and sealing 
masonry joints, etc. 

Southern chemical industries were con- 
spicuous by their absence. In a_ pub- 
lished list of about 400 exhibitors, there 
were just 13 Southern names, including 
that of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD. 
This is in spite of the fact that in 1925 
Southern chemical output was over $1,- 
600,000,000. A good many visitors, if 





they were observant of addresses on the

A total road bond debt of the 67 coun- 
ties for approximately $161,000,000 and 
an indebtedness of $8,985,169 by the 
boards of public instruction form a total 
of almost $171,000,000, or about 71 per 
cent of the total indebtedness of the 
counties and districts, for the payment 
of which ad valorem taxes now are im- 
posed. Under the new measures, 75 per 
cent of the net proceeds of the motor 
vehicle license and three cents of 
the gasoline tax will to the State 
Roads Department for maintenance and 
new construction. Also they concentrate 
in the hands of the State Treasurer, as 
treasurer ex-officio for the counties and 
road districts, the proceeds of the one- 
cent gasoline tax divided equally among 
the counties under the present law and 
the proceeds of the one-cent gasoline tax 
now distributed to the schools and other 
educational institutions and the 25 per 
cent of the motor vehicle license fees 
now returned to the counties.

be concentrated in a fund to be allotted

The 
two-cents gasoline tax and half of the 
proceeds of the 25 per cent motor vehicle 
license fees go to road obligations and 
half of the motor vehicle license fees go 
to county boards of public instruction. 

The measures are said not to reduce 
the revenues now going to the Roads 
Department or to disturb the preferen- 
tial system in highway construction, nor 
do they raise the automobile license tax 
or call for a county without bonds to 
pay the indebtedness of another, The 
advantages claimed for the proposed 
legislation are: (1) Relief of real estate 
from ad valorem taxes; (2) maintenance 
of the financial integrity of the State, 
counties, road districts and boards of 
public instruction; (3) increase in the 
revenue of the State: (4) relief to the 
school system by retirement of public 


instruction debts; (5) assurance to coun- 


ties of prompt construction of important 
highways, and (6) direction of road revy- 
enues into proper channels. 

The Federal aid and State money to 
match and a sum of $3,000,000 for road 
maintenance and betterments and emer- 
gencies are first set aside each year be- 
fore allotment to counties for construc- 
tion of uncompleted roads. Five hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year for new 
construction is next set aside and then 
a total of $35,500,000 for the six-year 
period is allotted to the counties named. 

Further, it is claimed that, “consider- 
ing the surplus unallotted and the fact 
that approximately $2,000,000 a year of 
Federal aid funds and State money to 
match will be spent during the period, 
and that many of these Federal aid 
roads will be parts of the State preferen- 
tial systems, Florida should, within six 
years, complete the construction of all 
roads now designated as first and second 
preferential highways, as the department 
estimates that only $38,000,000 would be 
necessary to complete them.”

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A Vigorous Criticism of Federal Reserve 


Board Activities 


And a Discussion of Our Great Increase in Wealth 


There has been a desperate effort on 
the part of the Federal Reserve Board 
to prove that there has been inflation 
of stock values comparable to the infla- 
tion of commodity values, which brought 
on the disastrous collapse of commodity 
markets in 1920 and 1921, and to argue 
therefrom that there wus danger of a 
similar collapse in the security markets. 

But, the truth is that there is nothing 
comparable in the two situations at all. 
The collapse in the commodity markets 
in 1920 came at the end of six years of 
property destruction and loss of man 
power, six years during which capital 
creation hud ceased, and there was a 
real shortage of credit. 

Today, we are at the end of eight 
years of the most extraordinary period 
of capital creation that the world has 
ever seen, a period during which there 
has been such an extraordinary creation 
of new capital and credit, that banking 
resources in this country have almost 
tripled in amount. So extraordinary has 
this growth of new capitai and new 
credit been, that we have actually cre- 
ated more capital, in the past eight 
years, than our people had created dur- 
ing the first 185 years of the Republic, 
and I am referring here only to the 
visible capital and credit that has been 
created; for the fact is, that owing to 
the character of our income tax laws, 
there has been an enormous increase in 
wealth and new capital that is invisible. 
As long as capital gains are taxed as 
they are under the present laws, holders 
of stocks, that show the largest increases 
in value, will refuse to sell and cash out 
their profits, because of the way they 
are penalized under the tax laws when 
they do so. They will instead, as they 
are doing everywhere, hang on to their 
high priced securities, but use them as 
collateral to borrow, when they want to 
raise money for new projects or new 
purchases, No one can guess how much 
of this new wealth and capital lies hid- 
den in the safety deposit boxes, or loan 
portfolios of the country. 

Where there was a real shortage of 
eredit in 1920, there is absolutely no 
shortage of credit today. There is in- 
stead such an abundance of credit that 
nothing the Federal Reserve Board could 
do has succeeded in breaking the market.

All it has done is to make it worthwhile 
for some of this hidden credit to come 
to the surface, and make itself available 
to supply the credits deliberately with- 
drawn by the Board. The Federal Re- 
serve Board was organized to extend 
credit, not to withdraw it, and Governor 
Young should have been ashamed to con- 
fess that the Board had deliberately 
withdrawn from the money markets 
$700,000,000 in an effort to break security 
values. 

In 1920 there was a real inflation of 
commodity prices. Sugar was selling 
for 28 and 29 cents a pound, and the 
leading banks were lending as much as 
20 cents a pound on sugar, in spite of 
the fact that 50 years of history in the 
sugar industry showed that sugar could 
be raised at a profit for less than 3 cents 
per pound. When sugar got above 20 
cents per pound, the Orient simply quit 
using sugar, and rushed its surplus to 
the American market. This, of course, 
knocked the bottom out of the price. 
In 1920 the banks were lending more 
than 30 cents per pound on cotton, and 
the people of China, India and Japan 
simply quit using any new cotton, and 
not only sold in the American market 
all the cotton they had in storage, but 
pushed their own production to the 
highest figures they had ever reached, 
and it took only one short season to 
knock cotton to 10 cents per pound. In 
1920 the banks were lending $25 per 
pound on silk, in spite of the fact, that 
for fifty years the price of skein silk 
had ranged from $3.50 to $6 per pound. 
Japan and China doubled their produc- 
tion, even at the expense of doubling 
their own costs of production, but since 
they could borrow in New York and 
Chicago two or three times what it cost 
to produce, the increased cost of pro- 
duction did not matter. One Japanese 
firm rushed to the American market 
every pound of silk it could find in the 
Orient, borrowing against the shipping 
documents all the American banks would 
lend, but when the loans came due the 
office was found closed and no member 
of the firm who unloaded these millions 
of dollars worth of silk on the American 
banks has ever been found. The Amer- 
ican banks were compelled to sell the 
silks, against which they had loaned $25 
per pound, at prices that ranged from 
$9 down to $6, a figure which was ap- 
proximately the average production cost 
of the last 50 years. 


And so on down the list. The war 
demand for many commodities, aided by 
a deliberate inflation forced by the Re- 
serve Board, pushed the quotations on 
practically all commodities up to three 
or four times what they should have 
been; three or four times beyond the 
figure at which 50 years of experience 
had shown they could be produced. It 
did not take more than six months in 
any given line to supply the shortage at 
the old production figure. 


Now, nothing like this is true in the 
present security market. How many 
yeurs, and what capital and genius 
would it take to produce a security to 
take the place of Pennsylvania Railroad 
stock? How much, and how many years 
will it take to produce a competitor, or 
a substitute, in the investment market 
for Chesapeake and Ohio stock or New 
York Central? What inventive genius, 
and what genius for distribution and 
salesmanship will it take to build up a 
new security to equal General Motors 
or Chrysler? How many years, and how 
much capital will it take to build up 
another Kennecott Copper, even if there 
were hew ore bodies waiting to be found? 
Where is a stock that ean be built up to 
take the place of U. S. Steel? 


In 1920 it took less than six months 
to produce a new supply of commodities 
at the old production costs, and so 
knock the bottom out of the inflated 
prices, at which the banks had been 
lending, but there is no capital large 
enough, and no brains available, to 
Lreak the market for the standard se- 
curities that have been traded in on the 
New York Stock Exchange during the 
past five years, 

It is not true that there has been any 
inflation in the prices and values of 
these securities. For the pust four or 
five years the earnings of these com- 
panies, under steadily improving man- 
agement, have mounted steadily. The 
years of preparation and development 
have finally been rewarded. and the 
earnings fully warrant the prices at 
which these stocks have been deait in, 
in almost every instance. There may be 
a few instances where prices seem un- 
warranted by actual earnings as in the 
case of radio, but this particular utility 
has extended its use with such extraor- 
dinary rapidity that no one can say that 
the price today is unwarranted, for in 
a year from now the use and earnings 





may have grown so enormously as to 
make the present prices seem small. 
There is another thing in striking con- 
trast between the conditions that existed 
in 1920 in the commodity market and 
those of today in the security market. 
In 1920 the bankers confessedly were 
ignorant of the real cost of production 
of commodities. None of them knew at 
what price sugar, silk, cotton or wheat 
could be produced and they made loans 
at what were admittedly fictitious quo- 
tations, but today there is such publicity 
regarding the capitalization, the business 
and earnings of every company whose 
securities are listed on the exchanges 
of the leading cities that there is no 
possibility of anyone being deceived as 
to their values. Appreciation of the 
prices of all these great companies has 
been due to the fact that this enormous 
wealth created during the past eight 
years must find some place for invest- 
ment in which it will yield some income. 
The growing stock lists of every com- 
pany, and the universal interest of prac- 
tically every family in the country in 
the stock market, shows that this ac- 
cumulation of capital has been almost 
universal. Our people may be the great- 
est spenders in the world but they are 
also the greatest savers and practically 
everybody owns some security, and the

few who do not are trying desperately 
hard to make enough so that they soon 
ean. There are today more people own- 
ing stock, who do not have to sell, than 
there ever were before, and that is not 
all, they will not sell. On the contrary, 
with every slight recession in the mar- 
ket they are buying more, 

For the past two years the Federal 
Reserve Board has kept the market in 
a constant state of apprehension by its 
warnings and threats, all of which have 
been proven to be unwarranted and un- 
called for. The fact that prices have 
risen in the face of these warnings and 
threats is proof of the soundness of cur- 
rent prices. To pretend that there has 
been inflation and an “orgy of specula- 
tion,” when the market has been under 
constant restraint, is an insult to Amer- 
ican intelligence. There has never been 
a time in our history when the prices of 
securities have been so well justified by 
the known facts of business and demon- 
strated earnings as now. The current 
rates for money are absolutely unwar- 
ranted. There is no lack of credit. The 
rates are solely due to fear and it is 
time for the Federal Reserve Board to 
confess itself in the wrong and remove 
the fear and apprehension that is threat- 
ening not the market for securities so 
much as our whole business prosperity. 





To Push Work on $35,000,000 Gas Line 


Louisiana to Atlanta 
450-Mile Carrier to Have Initial Capacity of 100,000,000 


Cubic Feet—General Contract Sub-Let for Two Sections 


While all engineering details of the 
proposed $35,000,000 gas line to be built 
by the Southern Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion, Birmingham, from the Monroe and 
Richland fields in Louisiana to Atlanta, 
by way of Birmingham and other im- 
portant cities, have not been worked out, 
information from Ford, Bacon & Davis, 
Inc., engineers and general contractors 
for the big project, indicate that work 
will be pushed with the utmost speed. 
The enterprise is considered one of the 
most important of its kind ever under- 
taken in the South and is expected to 
greatly stimulate the general industrial 
development of the territory through 
which the line will run. 

Gas will be taken from the fields by 
two assembling lines to converge at 
Pioneer Junction and extend from that 
point in a general easterly direction to 
Atlanta, a distance of approximately 
450 miles. To insure safety against 
floods, two main lines, located a few 
miles apart, will carry the gas across 
the Mississippi River, these lines being 
again divided into 8 smaller lines mak- 
ing from headers about 2 miles apart 
and located behind the levees. The six- 





teen smaller lines will be of 10%4-inch 
diameter and will require about 32 miles 
of pipe. All header joints will be welded 
and under-water joints will be closed 
and the pipe weighted by 1500 or 1800- 
pound river clamps. The main line as 
far as Birmingham will be of 22-inch 
pipe and from Birmingham to Atlanta, 
of 20-inch pipe. Three compression sta- 
tions of 5000-horsepower each will pro- 
vide an initial capacity of 100,000,000 
cubie feet of gas every 24 hours. This 
capacity may be doubled by adding 
pumping stations between those now 
provided for and the proposed loop lines. 

Sub-contracts awarded as of May 8 by 
the general contractors include one to 
Williams Bros., Inc., of Tulsa, Okla., for 
that portion of the line from the Monroe 
field to Yazoo City, Miss., and another 
to the Oklahoma Contracting Co., also 
of Tulsa, for the portion from Yazoo 
City to the Mississippi state line on the 
east. 

The project will be financed by G. L. 
Ohrstrom & Co., Ine., New York, and 
associates and the distribution of gas in 
Atlanta handled by the Southern Public 
Service Co. of that city.

General Contract Let for Bank and Office 
Structure at $515,700—Other 
Contracts Awarded 


Jackson, Miss.——The Merchants Bank 
& Trust Co. has awarded general con- 
tract to the Foster-Creighton Co., Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and Nashviile, Tenn., at 
$515,700, for erecting a 17-story bank 
and office building here. Contract for 
elevators and _ signal control was 
awarded to the Westinghouse Electric 
Elevator Co., Dallas, Tex., at $72,500;

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President Kurrie of the Monon Opposes Con- 
trol of that Road by the Baltimore and Ohio 


Southern Trade Would Likely Be Seriously Injured 
if the Baltimore & Ohio Controlled the Monon

_ this time, the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Company and the 
Southern Railway Company own 93.4 
per cent of the common stock and 77.47 
per cent of the preferred stock of the 
Monon Route. This stock was acquired 
by these two companies in 1902, and has 
been owned by them continuously since 
that time. 

The Baltimore & Ohio asks the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to find that 
“the acquisition of control by the appli- 
cant of the following named carriers is 
in the public interest,” the list of names 
of the railroads including the Monon, 
It also asks in its application that the 
Commission find: “That the acquisition 
of control of each of the carriers herein 
proposed by the applicant is in the pub- 
lic interest from a transportation stand- 
point.” This application was made in 
line with the declared public policy to 
consolidate the railroads of the country 
into a few large systems. Under the 
law, this consolidation may take place 
by the acquisition of the physical prop- 
erty of a railroad, or by the acquisition 
of all or a part of its stock. The law is 
complied with by two or more carriers 
securing joint control of a property. In 
fact, in its application, the Baltimore & 
Ohio seeks to acquire only a one-fourth 
interest, as a part of joint control with 
other railroads, of five of the carriers 
named in its application. 

The Monon is now a part of the com- 
bined Southern Railway-Louisvilie & 
Nashville systems through the joint con- 
trol of its stock by these companies; so, 
in its present situation, it is a part of a 
large system of railways. The proposal 
here is to lift it out of one large system 
and make it a part of another, by the 
acquisition of stock, just as the control 
exists today. 


Effect South of the Ohio River 


In the plan for grouping the eastern 
railroads, it is accepted among the four 
railroads formulating the groups as nec- 
essary, in order properly to preserve 
competition, to have four systems be- 
tween the east and west, At the present 
time, there are only two systems between 
the north and the south—the Illinois 
Central and the Monon-Louisville & 
Nashville-Southern Railway combina- 
tion. The Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad is now independently owned, 
but it has no affiliation of ownership 


south of the Obio River, and under the 
plan of the eastern lines it is to become 
a part of the Van Sweringen system. 
If and when the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois is absorbed by an east and west 
system, it can no longer be expected to 
support the creation of rate structures 
for the movement of business north and 
south, except in circumstances where it 
is of greater advantage to the east and 
west line owning that company to have 
the business move north and south in- 
stead of east and west. 

With 
Monon by 


the present ownership of the 
the Louisville & Nashville 
and Southern Railway Company, and 
with the Illinois Central as an inde- 
pendent system on both sides of the 
Ohio River, the south and southeast is 
assured the full and undivided co-opera- 
tion of two systems of railroads in the 
creation of proper rate structures to 
move business out of the South into the 
Chicago territory and the Northwest, 
and to move business into the South 
from the same territory. These com- 
panies have no interest except in the 
movement of business north and south, 
and with them the question does not 
arise as to the effect of such a movement 
on the revenues of these companies as 
against the movement of business east 
and west. 

With the Monon owned by the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, it would be in 
the same position, so far as co-operating 
with the lines south of the Ohio River 
is concerned, as the east and west lines 
extending to the river now find them- 
selves to be in. With such an ownership 
of the Monon, if it were of the greatest 
interest to the owners to move business 
out of the East rather than the South, 
its natural effort would be to create 
rate structures which would accomplish 
that. The South is entitled to railroads 
having no interest to serve except the 
North and South, as much as the East 
is entitled to railroads with no interest 
to serve except the East and West. As 
soon as a situation is created in which a 
railroad has both interests to serve, it 
may be expected to serve that interest 
to advantage which yields it the larger 
revenue. 

There can be no question about com- 
petition for business in this territory 
between the East and South, and for 
business in the South between Chicago 
and the East. The first active competi- 


tion which arose was in connection with 
export rates to the Gulf ports as against 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
Professor William Z. Ripley, father of 
the Ripley plan for grouping the rail- 
roads of the country, in his excellent 
work entitled, “Railroads: Rates and 
Regulation,” published in 1912, very 
clearly outlines the development of ex- 
port business through the Gulf ports, 
and says: 

“A phenomenon of national importance 
was the rapid expansion of export trade 
in staple commodities, through New Or- 
leans, Galveston and other Gulf ports. 
This began in 1889, when the I!linois 
Central first engaged in export business 
in grain. It soon assumed considerable 
proportions, with the growth of popula- 
tion and agriculture in the southwestern 
part of the United States; and, with the 
completion of the Panama Canal in 1913, 
will doubtless be even more notable in 
future. The opening of new railway 
connections with these Gulf ports about 
1896 led to still further expansion of 
this trade. An immediate result was, 
of course, a decline in the relative im- 
portance of the great Atlantic seaports, 
particularly New York. * * * A genera- 
tion ago, about nine-tenths of our ex- 
ports of wheat and about seven-tenths 
of our exports of flour went out through 
the port of New York. In 1899, less 
than half of our wheat and less than 
one-third of our flour was exported 
through the same city. The larger part 
of this loss ensued after 1896, with the 
opening of new lines to the Gulf ports 
as above mentioned. * * * An indirect 
result of this growth of New Orleans 
and Galveston was an intense competi- 
tion between all the Atlantic trunk 
lines interested in the eastern seaports 
and the railroads tributary to the Gulf 
of Mexico.” 

This same author, speaking of the 
movement of general business, says: 

“The entire dependence of this terri- 
tory (the Southeast) for manufactured 
goods upon the Northeastern States, and 
for foodstuffs upon the West, has had a 
profound effect, we have seen, upon its 
railroad development. * * * Imagine a 
triangle with its apex at this city (At- 
lanta)—the focus of all transportation 
interests in the South—and with its 
other two angles lying at New York and 
Chicago, respectively. The hollow center 
of this triangle is occupied by the Al- 
legheny mountain chain. The movement 
of traffic historically along the western 
side of this triangle has been overwhelm- 
ingly southward; at one time the dis- 
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proportion southbound from western ter- 
ritory being as thirteen to one.” 


Significant Change in the Picture 
The rapid industrial development of 
the South has entirely changed the pic- 
ture as outlined by this learned author 
in 1912.

Today, the movement of busi- 


two cars northbound to one car south- 
bound. The South now not only is pro- 


ducing very largely what it requires 
for its own use and consumption, but 
also is producing a vast amount of manu- 
factured products which must find a 
market in the Northeast and Northwest 
in competition with like productions in 
Eastern and the Chicago territory. 

It is interesting to note that the value 
of manufactured products produced in 
the South, in the year 1921, in Alabama, 
Florida, Kentucky, South 
Carolina, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, 
North Carolina, and Tennessee was $3,- 
104,430,625. In 1925, this figure had in-

tial industrial growth of the 
results in production euch year of new 
articles of commerce which must be sold 
in the North in competition with like 
production in the Hast. ‘The Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad and the Southern 
Railway Company are able, through 
their ownership of and co-operation with 
the Monon, to insure preducers in the 
South reasonable rates into the territory 
of Chicago and the Northwest which will 
make it possible for their production to 
move into that territory and sell in com- 
petition with like production produced 
in the East. If the Monon were owned 
by the Baltimore & Ohio, these com- 
panies could only give to the vast ter- 
ritory they serve in the South and 
Southeast such co-operation in the crea- 
tion of rates as the Baltimore & Ohio 
would be willing to approve, But, with 
that ownership, the question would fre- 
quently arise as to whether it would be 
more profitable for the Baltimore & 
Ohio to move the production out of the 
East instead of out of the South. With 
the longer haul from the East, it might 
be expected the Baltimore & Ohio in its 
own interest would endeavor to main- 
tain an «advantage for the East as 
against the South. The least that can 
be’ said is there would be a conflict of 
interests which might be solved to the 
detriment of either the East or the 
South, but which would most likely be 
settled to the detriment of the South 
because of the shorter haul on the move- 
ment out of the South. 

It is a fact, which can be found in the 
records of tratlic associations having to 
do with rates in the territory served by 
the Monon, that it is frequently opposed 
by the east and west lines in its efforts 
to put in rates for the movement of 
business out of the South, and with in- 
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creasing frequency the Monon finds it 
necessary, in co-operation with the south- 
ern lines, to take independent action and 
put rates into effect, nothwithstanding 
the vote of the east and west lines in 


opposition to such rates. 


Gulf and South Atlantic Ports Involved 


The growing importance of export 
rates to Gulf and South Atlantic ports 
cannot be overlooked, This importance, 
outlined by Professor Ripley in his book 
in 1912, still continues. The east and 
west lines favor, in the interest of their 
longer haul, the ports of Philadelphia, 
New York and Baltimore as against the 
South Atlantic and Gulf ports. They 
have actively endeavored to weaken the 
rate position of the South Atlantic and 
Gulf ports, either by eliminating the 
rates to these ports or by creating a 
differential that will be to the advan- 
tage of the North Atlantic ports. This 
export business is of growing importance 
to the South. The cities of Charleston, 
Savannah, Mobile and Pensacola in re- 
cent years have made large expenditures 
to provide facilities for better handling 
a large export and import trade. This 
export business is constantly growing. 
Exports through the Gulf and South 
Atlantic ports, not including any Gulf 
ports west of New Orleans, in 1922 
amounted to 5,904,594 cargo tons; by 
1927, this figure had increased to 6,829,- 
461 cargo tons. Imports through the 
same ports in 1922 amounted to 5,224,833 
eargo tons, and in 1927 it had increased 
to 6,465,341 cargo tons. In the same 
period, exports through Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Nor- 
folk were practically the same in each 
year, while imports through these same 
ports decreased. 

I think it is of the greatest importance 
to the South and Southeast to see that 
their present access to and from the ter- 
ritory served by the Monon and its con- 
nections in the North and Northwest is 
in no way weakened, as it would be by 
the Monon coming under the ownership 
or control of any east and west line. 
The South and Southeast are insured 
100 per cent co-operation not only on 
domestic, but also on import and export 
business, by the Monon being wholly 
owned by the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad and Southern Railway Com- 
pany. Such co-operation could not be 
expected if its policy were dictated by 
a line having an interest in moving busi- 
ness out of a territory which is compet- 
ing with the South, 


Men who have had to do with export 
and internal rates into and out of the 
South to the territory served by the 
Monon are thoroughly conversant with 
the importance of the present ownership 
of the Monon to the growth of the South, 
as against its ownership by any east 
and west line.

Cotton Manufacturers to Survey 
Industry 

Conditions and problems of the textile 
industry will be discussed at the annual 
joint meeting of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers Association, composed of 
Southern mill interests, and the National 
Association of Cotton Manufacturers at 
Atlantic City on May 24 and 25. Factors 
in production and in marketing and 
other details of the great business will 
be topics for addresses by preminent 
speakers and for general discussion and 
possible action by the members of the 
two organizations. 

Following a six-weeks tour of large 
cities, President John E. Edgerton of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, will talk on “The Problems of 
Industrial Progress,” and A. W. Palmer, 
director of the marketing division of the 
Department of Agriculture, will speak 
on “Promoting Textile Standards in 
Manufacturing and Merchandising.” M. 
W. Alexander, president of the National 
Industrial Conference, will address the 
American Association at a session on 
May 25. 

“Some of the most vital issues in the 
field of distribution of manufactured 
textile products will be discussed, and 
that there are grave questions prevailing 
in the industry at the present time is 
undisputed,” says W. M. McLaurine, sec- 
retary of the American Association, 

Among those listed to speak are H. R. 
Fitzgerald of Danville, president of the 
American Association and a prominent 
member of the Cotton Textile Institute;

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Constructing Steam-Electric Power Station 


The first unit of the River Bend steam- 
electric power station of the Duke Power 
Co. being constructed on the Catawba 
River, 12 miles from Charlotte, N. C., 
will have a generating capacity of 150,- 
000 horsepower. Steam will be provided 
by four boilers using pulverized coal, 
and power will be generated by two 
turbo-generators of 75,000 horsepower 
capacity each. The plant will consist 
ultimately of four similar units. 
giving a combined capacity of 600,- 
000 horsepower and making it one 
of the largest plants of its kind in 
the South. 

The new station is being built 
on a neck of land at the head of 
a 7-mile loop of the Catawba River. 
The water level naturally is lower 
at the downstream end of the loop 
than above, although the distance 
directly across the neck is only 
1800 feet. In order to provide effi- 
cient and economic operation of 
the plant, the huge amount of 
water used for condensing pur- 
poses is to be allowed to flow 
through to the lower end of the 
loop instead of being pumped back 
into the river at the upper end. 
To provide an outlet for this 
water, a tunnel more than 1000 
feet long is being constructed 
through an elevation that covers

Swann Corporation Develops Diphenyl 
on Commercial Scale 


By LIEvuTENANT D. N. HAausemMan, U. 8S. A., Birmingham, Ala. 


A S an achievement of Southern enter- 
prise and research work, diphenyl, 
(C,H,)2, transformed its status during 
the winter of 1928 from that of the 
museum class of rare organic com- 
pounds, arbitrarily priced at $40 a 
pound, to that of a commercial product 
in carload quantities at 40 cents a 
pound. This transformation was effected 
in the research and development labo- 
ratories of the Federal Phosphorus Com- 
pany and affiliated organizations at An- 
niston, Ala., a division of the Swann 
Corporation, of which Theodore Swann 
is the head. The development seems cer- 
tain to create an enormous market and 
an increasing enormous expansion. It 
is a wonderful revolution which amazes 
the human mind as one contemplates the 
possibilities. 

The primary incentive for this devel- 
opment lay in a specific demand for a 
vapor phase heat transfer medium, non- 
stable at temperature 
with sufficiently 
high boiling point to permit condensa- 


corrosive and 
around S0O degrees F. 


tion and circulatory reheating with min- 
imum loss of energy in the continuous 
operation desired. Colonel Swann, presi- 
dent of this group of 11 affiliated chem- 
ical companies, directed an exhaustive 
search of art and industry for such a 
product, but the search revealed no 
material filling the specifications within 
the commercial range. Literature, how- 
ever, disclosed that the organic com- 
pound diphenyl filled the chemical and 
physical specifications, in so far as it 
could be determined from laboratory re- 
sults. Since only about enough had been 


produced to determine some of its prop- 
erties in the laboratory, its price at $40 
per pound eliminated it from considera- 
tion as a high temperature stable trans- 
fer medium. 

To surmount this obstacle, a group of 
chemists and engineers of this organiza- 
tion set a high pressure research cam- 
paign to develop a process for produc- 
ing diphenyl at a cost of one one-hun- 
dredth of the then existing market price. 
Five months of intensive application and 
research created the process to such a 
successful result that a carload of di- 
phenyl was produced, more than 1000 
times the amount than had been pro- 
duced since the compound was known to 
exist, and wholesale experimentation 
was made possible. It is a demonstra- 
tion of the spirit of the age—typical of 
the development under way throughout 
the South in its spirited course of 
progress, 

Eight months of test of this initial lot 
in a distillation process working at tem 
peratures ranging 680 degrees F. to 800 
degrees IF. has fulfilled all requirements 
of this function. With thousands of 
times of repeated condensation, revapor- 
izing and reheating, there is no indica- 
tion of any decomposition or chemical 
change, and the action upon all metal 
surfaces of the apparatus in contact 
with the diphenyl at alternately varying 
temperatures is absolutely neutral. It 
was also found that the commercial prod- 
uct was more nearly pure diphenyl than 
the laboratory sample originally obtained 
from a producer of fine chemicals. Di- 
phenyl melts at 71 degrees C. (159 


degrees F.) and boils at 254 degrees C. 
(490 degrees F.) at atmospheric pres- 
sure. 

This $40 to 40 cents organic chemical 
is produced from the by-product of coke, 
benzol. Its manufacture on the surface 
appears very simple and one wonders 
why quantity production is just appear- 
ing, but there are a few secrets that are 
not divulged. The desirable range of 
physical properties, chemical neutrality 
to metals, stability at high temperatures, 
high specific heat and low price will 
permit wide application in industries in- 
volving indirect heating operations. 
These include evaporation, distillation, 
drying, digesting and processing, espe- 
cially when close temperature control is 
a governing factor in quality and cost 
of the product. Diphenyl further pro- 
vides an effective tool where economy of 
heat transfer and limited space of appa- 
ratus are governing factors. 

In consideration of these 
properties, it has been found that di- 
phenyl is especially applicable in the 
distillation and manufacture of motor 
oil, resulting in a superior product at 
reduced cost. Also, a complete table of 
its physical and thermal properties, in- 
cluding thermal capacity ranges, vapor 
pressures and entropy characteristics, is 
in course of preparation through actual 
experiments by an eminently qualified 
corps of physicists, 

The economical development of this 
product in quantities naturally evoked 
a study of its chemical properties. Fur- 
ther research has developed derivatives 
of diphenyl, having industrial applica- 


physical 
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tion of even greater possibilities than 
the basic product. This research pro- 


gram has been under way for seven 
months, and is being intensively con- 


tinued. A number of the simpler deriva- 
tives, such as nitro chloro and amino 
compounds, have been developed and the 
processes perfected to a degree assuring 
their production in any quantities de- 
sired at prices permitting their use in 
many industrial applications. With the 
basic material available at a low cost 
and in unlimited quantities, the indus- 
trial applications for new productions 
therefore opens a vast field. Practical 
tests of a number of these derivatives 
are in a variety of functions. These 
include basic materials for new dye- 
stuffs, substantial cost reduction in 
known but prohibitively expensive dye- 
stuffs, organic inhibitors and 
tors, plasticizers, special adhesives, plas- 
tic components, flame proofing or retard- 
ing elements, flotation and emulsifying 
agents. It is also obvious that when the 
more complex derivatives are considered 
the number of possible direct compounds 
of diphenyl is substantially unlimited. 
It is only a question of a few months 
before the trade will be receiving news 
of heretofore laboratory chemicals trans- 
ferred to that of a commercial product.

The pure isomer of polychloro diphenyl 
is being manufactured in 100,000 pound 
lots. This is being tested as a flame 
retarding agent on asphalt coated roof- 
ing, and on a wide range of combustible 
materials. Ortho chloro diphenyl, which 
is a liquid at 0° C., has possibilities as 
improvement upon transformer oils, and 


as a solvent. In addition, para nitro 
diphenyl, ortho nitro diphenyl, para 
chloro diphenyl, para amino diphenyl, 


ortho amino diphenyl, ortho, ortho nitro 
chloro diphenyl and ortho chloro nitro 
diphenyl have been produced and will 
be available in any quantities. 

At present, the diphenyl operations 
are temporarily housed in one of the 
many numerous buildings in the Swann 
group. A new plant has been designed 
and it is expected that it will be in op- 
eration by midsummer. 

The Jax Plant Food Company, a new 
member of the Swann group, located in 
St. Louis, has recently commenced pro- 
duction of a new plant food, “Jax,” to- 
gether with a mixing appliance, the 
Jaxometer. This 17-33-17 plant food is 
a highly concentrated mixture of 17 
per cent nitrogen, 33 per cent phosphoric 
acid and 17 per cent potash, the remain- 
ing percentage being oxygen and water. 
Jax dissolves readily in water as it con- 
tains no inert base. It contains 67 per 
cent plant food, on nitrogen basis, the 
balance being hydrogen and oxygen. 

The Jaxometer, invented and devel 
oped by engineers of the company and 
patent applied for, mixes Jax plant food 
into a stream of water flowing from a 
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hydrant, in uniform and safely appli 
sable dilution. The organization of this 
company inaugurates a new phase of de- 
velopment, as this is the first of the 
Swann subsidiaries to engage in distribu- 
tion of the package products direct to 
the consumer market on a national scale. 

The Swann subsidiaries are distinct 
Southern enterprises, directed by Colonel 
Swann, a native of Tennessee, who 
started his business career in Alabama 
and has since continued in this state. 
Incorporation of the Swann Corporation 
as the parent company of the subsidi- 
aries was recently announced. It is be. 
lieved that this company is the largest 
group of chemical industries under uni- 
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fied control in the South. On March 15, 
1928, the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD pub- 
lished an article, “A Miracle Working 
Alabama Plant,’ which described how 
the products of this great group—phos- 
phoric acid, mono ammonium phosphate, 
tri-sodium phosphate, mono calcium 
phosphate—enter largely into the com- 
monplace daily life of almost every per- 
son in the United States. 

These enterprises, a post-war deve.op- 
ment, 11 years of age, are in their in- 
fancy. The spirit of progress as thus 
exemplified has firm root and is forging 
forward in the South, and its history is 
and will be one of the romantic chapters 
of American enterprise.

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Willow Mattresses Used in Flood 
Control Projects 


Various Types Employed to Prevent Scouring and Bank Caving— 
Thickets on Bars and Islands Provide Plentiful Supply of Wiliows 


) facilitate navigation on the Mis- 

sissippi River and to aid in protect- 
ing the valley from floods, it is neces- 
sary to prevent banks caving and to hold 
the river channel in a fixed position. 
Therefore, various types of bank revet- 
ments are effectively used on an exten- 
sive scale. Retards, dikes and other 
forms of deflecting works serve a useful 
purpose in certain localities, but some 
form of comparatively smooth covering, 
extending from the top of the bank to a 
point preferably beyond the toe of the 
slope, has been found very satisfactory 
in preventing scouring. Until a few 
years ago revetments consisted primarily 
of mattresses extending from about the 
low water line to, and sometimes beyond, 
the bottom of the bank slope. Rip rap 
or concrete paving was placed from the 
water line to the top of the bank, the 
section of bank above the water being 
first graded hydraulically to a slope of 
about 1 on 3. In water depths of 50 to 
80 feet, the width of the mats is usually 
250 to 300 feet, whereas in depths of 100 
to 150 feet the mats are sometimes 450 
feet wide. 

The first revetments constructed con- 
sisted of light woven willow mats for 
subaqueous covering. Later, heavy wil- 
low fascine mats were developed. The 
willow fascine mattress has proven effec- 
tive and durable as an under water cov- 
ering, but on the inshore edge, sunk at 
such a stage that the edge is alternately 
wet and dry, the willows soon rot and 
the steel reinforcing cables rust. Be- 
cause the river remains at extreme low 
siage for only limited periods, it is 
necessary to lay most of the mats during 
a somewhat higher stage, and therefore 
as the water level fluctuates the inshore 
edge alternately is wet and dry. This 
necessitates heavy expenditures for 
maintenance, for if repairs are not prop- 
erly made large portions of the revet- 
ment may be damaged so badly as to 
require the installation of new sections. 
The chief problem in installing this type 
of revetment is in extending the upper 
bank paving down to the extreme low 
water mark, and effecting a secure con- 
nection with the subaqueous mats. 

Another difficulty encountered is the 
uncertainty of a sufficient quantity of 
willows when they are needed. The wil- 
lows grow rapidly and there is always a 
plentiful supply on the islands, the sand 
bars and shores between the levee lines, 
but the elevation of practically all the 


willow bars is such that a small rise in 
the river often causes an overflow and 
it requires considerable time for the 
ground to dry out sufficiently to resume 
work, thus seriously hampering continu- 
ous cutting and assembling operations. 
It has been found impracticable to store 
willows from one season to the next be- 
cause of the fast rate of deterioration, 
It is, however, possible to sink mats at 
stages of the river when it is not pos- 
sible to secure willows. The installation 
of willow mats at bankfull stage greatly 
increases the width of the zone requir- 
ing heavy maintenance. 

An early effort in construction re 
sulted in developing a mattress com- 
posed of fish pole cane or bamboo, holes 
being bored through the cane so it could 
be strung on wires. In 1883 the woven 
type mattress was developed, being built 
up by weaving willow poles, to which 
iron reinforcing rods were fastened, the 
rods serving also as a connection to 
shore anchors. The poles and rods were 
about 25 feet long, and as the weaving 
of each set was completed another set 
of rods and poles was linked to it and 
the resultant mattress was sunk almost 
as fast as woven. The sets were held 
together by wires passing through and 
across the mattress at intervals of 12 
feet, heavy binding poles, placed about 
25 feet apart, being wired securely to 
the mattress. 

The framed type of willow mattress 
was later developed, the design being 
patterned after the cribs used at various 
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points along the river. It consists of a 
willow brush filling, compressed between 
wooden top and bottom frames. The 
fascine mattress is composed of about 
the same amount of willow brush as the 
framed matress, but wires of various 
kinds are used in its construction. Wil- 
lows for this type are cut at points 
where they are plentiful and towed on 
barges to the site of the work. Fascine 
mattresses are constructed on ways 
erected on barges and suspended from 
one side, so that as the mattress is con- 
structed it may be launched by pulling 
the ways from the under side of the 
mattress. The framed mattress was ini- 
tially built on floating ways, but it was 
soon found more satisfactory to com- 
plete it at the willow bar, and tow it to 
the site of the work. The ways are 
located on willow bars at a point where 
the slope of the bar, above and below 
water, is about 1 to 7. Mat sections are 
towed as far as several hundred miles, 
normally downstream. 

In addition to the willow mattresses 
described, two types of concrete revet- 
ments are used—lapped slab and articu- 
lated mats. Detailed descriptions of 
both types were presented in the recent 
series of articles on Mississippi Flood 
Control. ’ 


32-Mile Oil Pipe Line 


Corpus Christi, Tex.—Construction of 
a pipe line from the Refugio oil field to 
Corpus Christi, a distance of 32 miles 
has been announced by William F. 
Morgan Refugio, president of the Gulf

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Automobiles a Major Factor in 
Heavy Production of Steel 


Pittsburgh, May 13—[Special.]—Pro- 
duction of Bessemer and open-hearth 
steel ingots in April was 4,938,025 gross 
tons, showing 2.4 per cent decrease from 
March, which had the same number of 
working days. The decrease is not sig- 
nificant as to demand for steel, as even 
now mills are under pressure to r:cke 
deliveries, and it was no doubt due to 
purely physical causes. The four-month 
total is 12 per cent above that in the 
same months of last year, which were 
record high at that time. 





A comparison of steel production and 
automobile production in the first four 
months, last year and this, indicates 
that about three-fourths of the increase 
ir steel production has been due to the 
automobile industry. Agricultural im- 
plement manufacture and _ fabricated 
structural steel construction would ac- 
count approximately for the other 
fourth. In rail production there has 
been a decrease this year, which leaves 
some steel for increases in other lines 
of consumption. 

In some quarters the question is asked 
why steel is so exceptionally active when 
various lines of business are complaining 
more or less of dullness. Perhaps the 
‘explanation is to be found largely in the 
automobile situation. Not only has auto- 
mobile production been absorbing an 
unusual amount of steel, not much under 
25 per cent of the steel made since Janu- 
ary 1, but if such a large number of 
automobiles are sold, and the great bulk 
of the production must have been sold 
or production would have decreased be- 
fore this, the money to pay for them 
must come from somewhere, detracting 
from purchases of some other things. 

The preliminary statement of automo- 
bile production in April, 633,400 cars and 
trucks, United States and Canada, repre- 
sents an increase of from 1 to 2 per 
cent over April, 1928, while in the last 
five years the average increase has been 
about 10 per cent. Thus there is a little 
tapering off, allowing for usual seasonal 
variation, but it remains that production 
in the four months of the year, 2,188,000, 
is one-third above what would be ex- 
pected on the basis of previous rate of 
increase with allowance for seasonal 
variation. 

Delivery promises of mills that have 
been behindhand have been shortening 
somewhat on the whole. Bar mills can 
now make delivery in a fortnight or so 
to regular customers, and strip mills are 
averaging not over about four weeks, or 
Say a week less than 30 days ago. Some 
of the sheet mills may be able to make 


better deliveries, but others have slightly 
lengthened their delivery promises. The 
shape mills are a trifle further behind, 
but are making adequate deliveries to 
the large structural shops on schedules 
previously arranged, so that large struc- 
tural work is not being impeded. In 
wire, pipe, plates, etc., good deliveries 
are being made except that plate mills 
in the Chicago district are very far be- 
hind, so far that some Western business 
has gone to Eastern mills, 


To date there is no sign of any de- 
crease in mill operations and the com- 
mon prediction is that there will be 
none of consequence before say the mid- 
dle of June. Usually rail production 
drops off sharply by July 1, deliveries 
on regular annual purchases having then 
been completed, but it is reported that 
this year rail mills have secured exten- 
sions of deliveries to help them tide over. 
Steel production has altogether departed 
from its usual seasonal swing, which in- 
volves a downturn, on an average, by 
about April 1. By the same token it is 
unlikely to have its usual summer dip 
at all, for it would very soon be time 
for autumn increase. There seems to be 
more likelihood that there will be no 
discernible summer dullness, so that if 
there is any decrease it will be spread 
over a period of months. 

The scrap market is a shade easier, 
heavy melting steel being now at $17.50 
to $18 delivered Pittsburgh district.

Tin and Zinc Show Some Im- 
provement in Price 


New York, May 13—[Special.]—The 
reaction from low levels of prices was 
the chief feature among the non-ferrous 
metal markets of the past week. Tin 
was creeping higher steadily each day, 
partly because of the possibility that the 
German reparations problem will be set- 
tled satisfactorily before long. Zinc was 
stronger in tone and a bit better in price 
because of unusually favorable statistics 
for April, showing that surplus stocks 
were reduced 3500 tons last month, while 
shipments at over 58,000 tons were the 
best in years. 

Copper and lead hovered around old 
levels, though in lead there was some 
sagging of prices in the so-called second- 
hand lead market, producers, however, 
refusing to make any concessions. Busi- 
ness in the metals has been rather light, 
this apparently being the between buy- 
ing season. 

Non-ferrous metal producers derive 
much encouragement from the perform- 


ance of the steel industry. No passing 
of the peak in steel is yet in sight, 
though often a waning is noticed early 
in April. This means that industrial 
activity in general in late spring and at 
least early summer will be greater than 
in many years and the metals industry 
will benefit, It means that consumption 
of all the non-ferrous metals is progress- 
ing at a record rate. 


Among the minor metals antimony has 
been the most subject to change, the 
price dipping to 9c per pound, duty paid, 
a loss of 4c per pound in a week. The 
undertone of the quicksilver market con- 
tinues though prices are unchanged at 
$123 per flask. Platinum has been un- 
changed since the decline by $2 per ounce 
two or three weeks ago. Silver has been 
steady and featureless for several 
months. 


The new tariff bill concerns the metal 
producers but little since for the most 
part this is an exporting nation in 
metals. A slight change, however, is the 
proposed duty on tungsten ore of 50c 
per ton instead of 45c as heretofore. The 
principal major metal imported is tin 
which stays on the free list, as it has in 
most periods of the past. The 1922 tariff 
provided that a duty should be imposed 
on tin when annual production in this 
country reached a certain total, but pro- 
duction came far short of this figure and 
gradually American tin smelters were 
abandoned, being unable to compete with 
the cheaper foreign labor. A large pro- 
portion of the tin of the world is smelted 
in the Straits settlements with cheap 
eoolie labor. 


There is as yet no indicator to tell 
which way the copper market will veer. 
April statistics will be issued today by 
the American Bureau of Metal Statis- 
tics; if the figures show that surplus 
stocks are still exceptionally low and 
that shipments are very heavy consumers 
may be impelled to buy more of their 
future needs, 


On the other hand, it is expected that 
consumers will abandon their policy of 
the past winter of buying three or four 
months in advance and will confine buy- 
ing to needs of 60 days. This will mean 
that domestic users will not be buying 
freely until June, since they are covered 
on their immediate needs at least 
through July. Export sales have been 
about 400 tons daily, a very light total. 


Copper prices have been unchanged at 
18¢e, delivered to the Connecticut Valley, 
and 18.30¢ ce. i. f. European ports. Mean- 
while London prices have been restless, 
rising late the previous week and dipping 
over the past week. That copper has 
held so well in price during the long 
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spell of dullness is considered in copper’s 
favor. 

Large copper producers are still out of 
the market and this is the longest period 
in years that they have been so dormant. 
In the past, individual producers have 
withdrawn for three or four days at a 
time when higher prices seemed prob- 
able. The uppermost question now is 
whether the demand which is backing up 
is sufficient to take care of production, 
actual and potential. The price may not 
get a thorough test for another month. 
It is assumed that custom smelters are 
selling enough to satisfy them because 
their price is holding firm. 

Trading in standard copper futures 
will start on the National Metal Ex- 
change on May 15 and there has been 
much advance interest in this event. 
From many European countries have 
come requests for further details and 
many New York brokers already have 
large orders to execute on the exchange 
as soon as trading starts. It would seem 
that trading in copper will meet with 
public approval and the interesting ques- 
tion is how the producers will view this 
trading, since they have been opposed to 
middlemen in recent years. 

Tin prices were gaining 4c to 4c per 
pound each day, selling around 44%c 
per pound late in the week. Tin plate 
operations are generally 100 per cent of 
capacity and the automobile makers are 
working as fast as at any time this year. 

Zine prices range from 6.55c up to 
6.75¢e, East St. Louis, the market having 
firmed after the issuance of April statis- 
tics. Demand has been very quiet but 
another buying wave is expected soon. 
Sales of lead have been below average. 
Mostly carload lots for prompt shipment 
are wanted. 


Greater Production Noted in Cast 
Iron Pressure Pipe 


3irmingham, May 13— [Special.] — 
With a little spurt on in the cast iron 
pressure pipe production, machine and 
foundry work increasing and other 
melters of pig iron reporting warrant 
for steady production, expectations are 
bright for an active condition from now 
in the iron market. Blast furnaces are 
turning out considerable iron. Frequent 
switching from foundry to basic iron and 
then back as demand warrants, has held 
down the accumulation of foundry iron. 
Furnace yards are well supplied with 
iron but .a demand for delivery for a 
few weeks will easily reduce the stock. 
Modern methods of loading cars have 
been adopted in this district and trans- 
portation companies are co-operating in 
the active handling of pig iron as desired 
by both producers and consumers. 

Spot-buying of iron has been under 
way now for several weeks with an oc- 
easional tonnage order. Fill-in business 
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is anticipated from some of the larger 
melters, Pressure pipe shops carry some 
stock on yards but shipments have been 
active and there will be need for greater 
make, several lettings of size having 
come to light recently. Birmingham has 
greater pipe production capacity than 
ever before, the centrifugal and mono- 
cast or machine made pipe having the 
edge on the output. 

Foundry and machine shop operations 
are very active. Julius Goslin, president 
of the Goslin-Birmingham Machine & 
Foundry Company, states that business 
in hand and in sight will warrant steady 
operation of the big shops of his com- 
pany for at least 90 days, expectations 
being that the entire year will see much 
work done, These shops are producing 
heavy chemical, sugar and cotton press 
machinery on a large scale, considerable 
tonnage of sugar machinery to be ex- 
ported. 

Steel fabricating shops are active also. 
R. I. Ingalls, president of the Ingalls 
Iron Works Co., Inc., and executive of 
the Birmingham Tank Co., states that 
work in hand and in sight will keep 
their plants in steady operation through- 
out the year. Practically all the steel 
fabricating shops of this section are 
well supplied with business, with specifi- 
eations of size that may develop into 
business before long. 

Smaller shops employing pig iron, such 
as stove foundries, are going well. The 
Pullman Car & Manufacturing Corpora- 
tion is operating the car works at Fair- 
field (Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Company mill), and are placing machin- 
ery in the new car shops nearing comple- 
tion at Bessemer, where considerable 
steel, underframes, sheet and other 
shapes will be needed. Arrangements 
have been made with the T. C. I. for all 
requirements in this direction. 

Coal production is off considerably as 
compared to a few years ago. Coke 
maintains a fairly steady position with 
much foundry coke going into the Mid- 
dle West. Quotations are still $5. Pig 
iron price-base is stated at $15.50, No, 2 
foundry, reports being current that con- 
cessions are made on tonnage outside 
the Southern territory. Scrap iron and 
steel is slow.

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Strip Mill Addition for Weirton 
Steel Company 

The Weirton Steel Co. has awarded 
contract to the Hughes-Foulkrod Co., 
Pittsburgh, Pa., for constructing an addi- 
tion to its 48-inch strip mill at Weirton, 
W. Va., construction to be of steel and 
brick, with wood deck, composition roof 
and steel sash. Sub-contracts will be 
awarded within 10 days. The construc- 
tion of the proposed strip mill addition 
is a part of a general program of im- 
provements contemplated by the Weir- 
ton Steel Co., as previously announced, 
to involve an expenditure of $10,000,000 
and include an addition to the blast fur- 
nace and by-product ovens. 

The operation of the additional facili- 
ties for the production of pig iron, to- 
gether with the increase in its scrap 
production as a result of increased pro- 
duction of finished materials, is expected 
to place the company in a comfortable 
and independent position on charging 
materials and largely reduce its purchase 
of scrap. Plans for the improvements 
are being handled by the Engineering 
Department of the company, C. H. Hunt, 
chief engineer. 


Jones and Laughlin Plant 


Kansas City, Mo.—An agreement has 
been reached by which the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corp., Pittsburgh, Pa., 
will lease a site from the Woods Broth- 
ers Corp. for the construction of a plant 
to manufacture steel barges. It is under- 
stood that 700 feet of river front will 
be leased, either on the Woodswether 
tract west of the proposed municipal 
dock site, or across the Kaw River on 
the levee. A plant involving 3500 tons 
of steel will be erected and operations 
are expected to begin early in July. 
Facilities will be provided for building 
seven barges at a time, 


Steel Ingot Production Increases 


Production of 15,503,887 gross tons of 
open-hearth steel ingots and 2,275,937 
of Bessemer in the first four months of 
this year is reported to the American 
Iron & Steel Institute. The aggregate 
of 17,779,824 tons is 1,856,990 tons more 
than was produced in the same period 
of 1928. Open-hearth ran 1,732,434 tons 
over 1928 and Bessemer increased 124,- 
556 tons. The percentage of operation 
in 1929 was 93.13, compared with 86.76 
in the first four months last year. Fig- 
ures for 1929 follow:

Southern Transcontinental Route 


In line with an assertion by Dr. 
xeorge W. Lewis of the National Advi- 
sory Committee for Aeronautics in the 
MANUFACTURERS RecorpD, December 22 
1927, that “the best routes lie over the 
South for air traffic between the East 
and the West,” the Southern Airways 
Association at a recent meeting in Wash- 
ington endorsed a new Southern trans- 
continental airway between Washington 


and Los Angeles. The route was en- 
dorsed by General James E. Fechet, 
chief of the Army Air Corps, and As- 
sistant Secretary MacCracken of the 
Department of Commerce said the South- 
ern transcontinental route “is sure to 
come.” 

A suggested airmail route between 
Richmond, Va., and points in Texas, to 
serve sections not now covered, was dis- 
cussed with Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral W. Irving Glover, J. Ralston Cargill 
of Columbus, Ga., president of the asso- 
ciation, saying that the route would in- 
clude Washington, Richmond, Raleigh, 
Columbia, Augusta, Macon, Columbus, 
Montgomery, Selma, Jackson, Meridian, 
Vicksburg, Monroe, Shreveport, Dallas, 
Fort Worth and Los Angeles. 

General Fechet also urged that States 
on the transcontinental route develop 
their surface highways so as to make 
them of the utmost military benefit in 
case of war. 


Terminal Planned at El Paso 


More than 150 acres of land have been 
leased by Standard Airlines, Inec., on 
the outskirts of El Paso, Tex., for the 
eastern terminal of its routes, and an 
option has been obtained on approxi- 
mately 500 acres more.

Baltimore on Airmail Route 


Appropriate ceremonies, in which Fed- 
eral and municipal officials participated, 
marked the recent initiation of Balti- 
more into the airmail service between 
New York and the South, “an epoch in 
Baltimore’s postal. history,” as Postmas- 
ter Benjamin F. Woelper, Jr., expressed 
it. The first call at Logan Field was 
made at 7 A, M. by a Pitcairn service 
plane from the north, which left its 
pouches and took on others for Wash- 
ington and other points south. About 
12 hours later, the northbound plane ar- 
rived and also was officially welcomed, 
and took off for New York. The north- 
bound service gives ample time for con- 
nection with the westbound “Night 
Transcontinental” airmail plane of the 
National Air Transport, Inec., which 
leaves New Brunswick, N. J., at 9.35 for 
Chicago, where the Boeing Air Trans- 
port takes up the service to the Pacific 
coast. The “Night Transcontinental” 
cuts a business day from the previous 
time required on the coast-to-coast air 
trip.

Service Plans in South 


According to announcement from New 
York, Southern Air Transport, Ine., with 
1378 miles of passenger lines and 1687 
miles of contract mail service, has been 
acquired by the Aviation Corporation, a 
holding and development company which 
is said to have backing of $200,000,000, 
The lines involved extend from Atlanta 
to El Paso and south to Brownsville, 
Texas, and the contract airmail routes 
held by the company and its subsidiaries 
include: Dallas to Galveston via Fort 
Worth, Waco and Houston; Dallas to 
Brownsville via Fort Worth, Waco, Aus- 
tin and San Antonio; Houston to New 
Orleans, via Beaumont, and New Orleans 
to Atlanta via Mobile and Birmingham. 
The passenger lines include a Dallas- 
Galveston service through Fort Worth, 
Waco and Houston; Dallas-Brownsville 
through Waco, Austin, San Antonio and 
Corpus Christi, and Dallas-El Paso via 
Fort Worth and Big Springs. 

Other passenger lines are to be op- 
erated from Houston to Amarillo by way 
of San Antonio and Big Springs; Hous- 
ton to Atlanta, via New Orleans, Mobile 
and Birmingham; Amarillo to Dallas 
via Wichita Falls and Fort Worth. The 
lines are added to the holdings of the 
Aviation Corporation, which include 
Colonial Air Transport, Universal Air 
Lines and others, bringing the total op- 
eration under its control to more than 
6000 miles. 
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South Should Be Made the Center of the 


Opportunity for the development in 
the South of an industry worth poten- 
tially $100,000,000 a year in products 
and scores.of millions of dollars in other 
ways is indicated by two recent occur- 
rences in the field of aeronautics and is 
emphasized in conversations by three 
Government aviation experts in Wash- 
igton. Work has been started on the 
first unit, to cost $1,200,000, of the Glenn 
L. Martin airplane factory at Baltimore; 
the Kreider-Reisner Aircraft Company, 
Inc., plant at Hagerstown, Md., has been 
acquired by the Fairchild Aircraft Cor- 
poration, Farmingdale, N. Y., and Assis- 
tant Secretary MacCracken of the De- 
partment of Commerce, Ernest L, Jones 
of the same department and Dr. George 
W. Lewis of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics agree that the 
South offers many advantages for de- 
velopment of the manufacturing of air- 
planes and parts. 

“What Aeronautics Means to the 
South and the South to Aeronautics” in 
the line of transportation was set forth 
in an article under that caption in the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD, December 22, 
1927. What aeronautics means to the 
South and the South to aeronautics in 
industrial opportunities is even more 
important, as involving stimulation both 
for development of aviation and for 
profit to this area, in many ways. In 
1926, the investment in American air- 
plane plants was about $5,000,000; now, 
three years later, it is conservatively 
estimated at $100,000,000. The produc- 
tion of airplanes last year was about 
5000; this year, it is expected to run 
over 10,000—and the cost of an airplane 
runs from $2500 for a small one to 
$50,000 or $60,000 for a passenger 
“liner.” More than 600 concerns now 
are engaged in miscellaneous work in- 
velving the use of aircraft, such as crop 
dusting, mapping, photographing, flying 
instruction and so on. The income of 
airmail contractors in 1926 was $765,- 
549; in 1928, it was over $7,000,000. The 
total mileage flown in 1926 was 18,000,- 
000; in 1927, it was 30,000,000 and in 
1928 ran much higher. Such are a few 
eold figures demonstrating the tremen- 
dous advance of the various industries 
embraced in the general field of aero- 
nautics.

not be taken that airplane construction 
is merely an “assembling” operation, as 
is so largely the case in the automobile 
industry. On the contrary, it is stated 
that 90 per cent of the average airplane 
is made at the manufacturing plant. The 
motors are purchased outside and the 
instruments and the wheels, but other- 
wise the airplane is made and put to- 
gether at the manufacturing plant. So 
it is that the South can supply steel for 
the fuselage and fabric for the wings, 
while aluminum from Pittsburgh, Pa., 
can be shipped to the South quickly by 
air or rail. 

Especially appealing to Assistant Sec- 
retary MacCracken, Dr. Lewis and Mr. 
Jones were the climate in the South and 
the available supply of intelligent Amer- 
ican labor. 

“The warm climate of the South is a 
great asset,” said Secretary MacCracken. 
“Airplane plants must be warmed and 
they are so large that heating becomes 
au major problem.” 

Except for a few scientific and techni- 
cal workers, forming a small percentage 
of the plant personnel, ordinary workers 
can be trained without trouble in the 
construction department. The Martin 
plant at Baltimore will employ several 
thousand hands, and Mr. Martin told me 
that he expected to recruit virtually the 
entire force from the labor reservoir of 
Baltimore and adjacent communities. 

“Every wideawake city and town,” 
said Dr. Lewis, “should sense the im- 
portance of this industry. Airplane fac- 
tories, like automobile plants, seem to 
play ‘follow the leader’ in selecting sites, 
and the establishing of a plant in any 
city seems sure to be followed by others 
in short time.” 

Thus, he added, when a pilot and an 
engineer started a modest plant at Wi- 
chita, Kan., and made it a successful 
enterprise, other new concerns followed 
them to Wichita, and it now is an air- 
plane producing center. 

With necessary raw materials and 
with plants of many kinds to transform 
them into finished products for airplane 
construction, the South already stands 
equipped to embark in the new industry. 
With ideal climate for manufacturing 
and for test-flying, it offers further at- 
tractions to the industry. Fuel and 
water power are abundant, transporta- 
tion is convenient and, above all, labor 
is ready and willing to work. 

The South “should sense the impor- 
tance of this industry,” as Dr. Lewis 
well says.

Work to Start Soon on Structure Over 
Potomac River—To Build Connecting

The Great Falls Bridge Co., Harry A. 
Seay, Pres., Washington, D. C., has 


awarded contract to the McLean Con- 
tracting Co., Baltimore, Md., for con- 
struction of a $1,259,000 bridge over the 
Potomac River from a point at Great

BETTER STREETS WOULD 
INCREASE CAR 
OWNERSHIP 


Millions Do Not Possess Autos Because of 
Neglected Highways, Says Writer 
By E. E. Durry. 

Two millien people living in New York 
City, Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston 
do not own automobiles because there 
are not enough good roads and streets, 

Based on the car ownership ratio that 
prevails in Detroit, New York City 
should own more than one and one-half 
million passenger cars instead of 560,- 
000. By the same reckoning Chicago 
should have an additional 535,000 cars; 
Philadelphia 360,000, and Boston, 115,- 
000. 

In Detroit there is one car for every 
3.5 persons. The reason for this high 
rate of car ownership is found in the 
first class pavement mileage that makes 
it possible for Detroit motorists to get 
out into the country comfortably and 
quickly. Wayne County, in which De- 
troit is located, has the equivalent of 
about 400 miles of smooth pavements 
of a 40-foot width. 

Los Angeles, possessed of a network 
of smooth pavements both within and 
near the city, has the astounding ratio 
of one car for each 2.25 persons. 

Bad pavements, great mileages of 
which are found in most cities, consti- 
tute the greatest obstacle to car buying. 
Along with narrow streets, “bottlenecks” 
and the absence of high speed arteries, 
bad pavements account for the low car 
ratio of one vehicle to every seven per- 
sons in Boston, and of one passenger 
ear for every nine living in Philadelphia 
and Chicago. 

New York has urgent need for exten- 
sive pavement replacing. The poor pave- 
ment surfaces that exist on many streets 
throw an undue burden on a few main 
routes. The chief pleasure use of the 
ear is country motoring. In this city 
countless people do not own cars because 
they do not care to buck the evening and 
week-end traffic congestion. 

More outlets to the open country must 
be built in all population centers, and 
these outlets must be at least 40 feet 
wide. 

In the meantime, in just four of the 
largest American cities, 2,000,000 indi- 
viduals and families are being denied 
the pleasures of motoring. 


$10,767,000 Kentucky Bonds Sold 

Frankfort, Ky.—The State Highway 
Commission has entered into a contract 
with Stiffel, Niholaus & Co., Ine., St, 
Louis, Mo., and C. W. MeNear & Co., 
Chicago, for the sale of $10,767,000 toll 
bridge bonds. Of the total, $2,003,000 
will be issued against the $4,000,000 
bridge to be built across the Ohio River 
between Henderson, Ky., and Evansville, 
Ind., the bonds to bear an interest rate 
of 5 per cent and the purchase price to 
be 98. On existing structures at Clay’s 
Ferry, Rio and Munfordville, short term 
notes, bonds or other securities will be 
issued to bear an interest rate not to 
exceed 6 per cent. Proceeds will be 
turned over to the state roud fund to 
reimburse it for expenditures for the 
acquisition of the structures, the amount 
involved being $488,000, The remaining 
bonds amounting to $8,276,000 on 11 
proposed new bridges, will bring 92 if 
delivered on or before October 15, 1929, 
and will bear 5 per cent interest. 

The proposed new bridges, in addition 
to the ones mentioned, include the fol- 
lowing, with the amount of bonds to be 
issued against each:

4,291 Grade Crossings Eliminated 
Washington, D. C.—For the period 
from 1917 to 1928, inclusive, a total of 
291 railroad grade crossings have been 
eliminated from the Federal aid high- 
way system, according to figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Public Roads.

Old Boiler Plant Rejuvenated 


The Avondale Mills, Pell City, Ala., 
has recently effected the modernization 
of a 25-year old boiler plant, the mill 
being a 22,500 spindle cotton plant, mak- 
ing denims, und operating its own dye 
finishing department, with 
large demand for stenm. The original 
installation consisted of five 220 H. P. 
Heine horizontal tube boilers, horizon- 
tally baffled; front headers about five 
feet above the boiler room floor, and 


house and 


grate surface 47.5 squure feet, all hand 
fired, When it becume evident that the 
boilers needed new tubes and the set- 
tings required quite extensive repairs, 
consideration was given to pulverized 


coal as a fuel. The changeover, which 


was made by the Fuel Efficiency Engi- 
neering Corporation of Birmingham, con- 
sisted in raising three of the boilers 
about four feet, and moving them for-

ward ahead of .the existing smoke 
breeching about seven feet. 

The forward movement gave sufficient 
furnace volume to permit peak ratings 


of as high as 200 per cent per boiler.

Each boiler was equipped with a Tim- 
ken bearing equipped size C Warrior 


coal pulverizer, driven by a 25 H. P. 
squirrel cage induction motor, with 
manual compensatar starting. Each 


pulverizer is supplied with preheated 
air, delivered at the feed end, and each 
boiler was also equipped with a Copes 
feed water regulator, Hayes CO-2 and 
draft recorder, and Bristol stack tem- 
perature recorders. The steam headers 
are arranged to permit the installation 
of a Cochrane steam flow meter to re- 
gister the overall steam _ production. 
Combustion control is by hand regula- 
tion of the pulverizer feeder and the 
furnace draft. The CQ-2 averages about 
12 per cent with this arrangement. 

Formerly, it took three boilers to carry 
the load under normal conditions, but 
now two boilers can carry the load, 
while comparison of six months figures 
for corresponding periods shows a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in the quantity of 
fuel used. The pulverizers, equipped 
with Timken bearings, need no atten- 
tion and their lubrication requirements 
are practically negligible and also they 
have reduced the power demand of the 
installation as a whole.

Delaware has again amended its corporation 
laws in the direction of flexibility and mod- 
ernity, states the Corporation Service Com- 
pany of Wilmington. Some amendments are 
of general interest, such as those permitting 
the use of facsimile signatures of officers on 
stock certificates where the corporation has a 
transfer agent and registrar, protecting direct-

ors (for instance, by a “managing director’) 
if provided for in the certificate of incorpora 
tion. Another amendment reduces corpora 
tion taxes on large capitalizations. It is 
stated that the number of new corporations 
formed in Delaware has greatly increased 
during the year. Prominent and numerous 
among the new corporations are the invest- 
ment trusts and aviation companies.

Book Reviews 


State Banks and the Federal Reserve System, 
by Charles 8. Tippetts. New York: D. Van 
Nostrand Company, Inc. Cloth. Pp. 393. $4. 


Most conspicuous among the conclusions 
reached by Professor Tippetts after ex- 


haustive and comprehensive discussion of the 
relationship between the state banking insti- 
tutions and the Federal Reserve System is the 
following: “The maintenance of high bank- 
ing standards in the country today depends 
upon the perpetuation of the national bank- 


ing system. National banks are and must re- 


main the backbone of the Federal Reserve 
System.” True it is that in some States non- 
national banks are required to maintain a 


higher standard than national banks, and that 
in some other cases national banks are weaker 
than many non-national institutions; but, 
“taking the country as a whole, national banks 
have come through the Jast few years of bank- 
ing chaos in better shape than their state 
competitors,” says Professor Tippetts. Inci- 
dentally, one wonders whether “chaos” is not 
far too strong a word to use in reference to 
any banking malaise in ‘the last few years.” 

Of 17,000 state banks and trust companies 
which Professo Tippetts says still remain 
outside the system. only half were eligible 
before March 4, 1923. and even after the 
Agricultural Credits Act of that date over 
6000 had not sufficient capital to make them 
eligible. But, even the eligible institutions 
have been hesitant, because “membership is 
not profitable financially in many cases” and 
also no interest is paid on the reserve depos- 
ited in the Federal Reserve banks and mem- 
bers cannot count “float” as reserve. As a 
possible remedy, he suggests that “a plan for 
distributing an increased share in the profits 
ot the Reserve banks to the members might 
induce some reluctant banks to enter,” but at 
the same time he sees ‘“‘many dangers involved 
in such a drastic change in policy.” A shrink- 
age of 400 state bank and trust company 
members from 1922 to 1928 Professor Tip- 
petts attributes to failures, voluntary with- 
drawals and mergers and conversion into na- 
tional banks and he expects a further decline 
in state bank membership. 

In a preface to his interesting book, Pro- 
fessor Tippetts says that “the great majority 
of American banks will probably not join the 
Federal Reserve System, at least during this 
generation.” even though “many of them 
would find it to their advantage to join.” 
The dual character of the American banking 
system must be recognized he adds, and 
States must adopt higher banking standards. 
Nor can he see why surplus earnings should 


be paid to the Government, but believes it ad- 
visable “to permit special dividends on Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank stock from time to time.” 
But, even if Federal Reserve membership does 
not increase in the next few years, “there is 
little ground for discouragement,” Professor 
Tippetts finds. 

As groundwork for his conclusion, Profes- 
sor Tippetts first discusses state banks and 
banking reform and then goes into state banks 
and the drafting of the Federal Reserve Act. 
The description of the drafting of the Act is 
of particular historical interest and of real 
practical value. Among other topics discussed 
in various chapters are: ‘Membership of 


State Banks Prior to the War.’ “Why the 
State Banks Did Not Join.” “Amendments 
Made to Encourage Membership of State 


Banks,” “Decline of State Bank Membership 
Since 1922.” “The Par Collection Contro 
versy,” “The Par Collection Litigation and 
Its Results” and “State Banks and Branch 
Banking Under the Federal Reserve System.” 

Whether or not one agrees with Professor 
Tippetts in all or any of his premises or con- 
clusions, both the financier and the layman 
will find his book well worthwhile. especially 
as it appears to be written with deep con- 
scientiousness. 


Business Correspondence, by Harvey Lee 
Marcoux, New York: D. Van Nostrand 
Company, Inc. Cloth. Pp. 329. $2.50. 


Another book of instructions to experienced 
or embryo business men, who first are in- 
formed that “the object of this book is to 
place in the hands of the beginner the rela- 
tively few principles (of correspondence) gen- 
erally agreed upon and thus to free him for 
the real business of the course—the study of 
actual business letters and the development 
of the faculty of writing them effectively.” 
Thus, in one chapter, one finds ‘“‘The Sales 
Series,” of which it is said there are three 
types: “A, The continuous series; B, the 
‘Wear-Out’ series; C, the campaign series.” 
Two general principles are laid down for all: 
“Repeat in each letter of the series the same 
central idea or impression,”’ and ‘‘vary the 
successive letters of the series in method, 
material and appearance.’ Incidentally, the 
“wear-out” series is so called because “letters 
are sent to a given mailing list as long as 
sufficient returns are forthcoming.” Some 
persons believe that business, finance, the 
law, medicine, journalism and what-not can 
be taught by universities, schools. classes, cor- 
respondence or books; others incline to the 
belief that “experience is the best teacher.” 
This book seems designed for the former 
group.
